The bu lb, of from one and a 
half to two inches in diam eter, 
is 
cov ered

Chief B rett said one of the 
bu lb’s trade names is "G litta- 
Light,” a produ ct m anu factu red 
in Japan. 
Fire Co uld Spread 
The sim u lated cry stal cov ering 
and the adhesiv e “which bonds 
it to the globe easily becomes 
ignited and bu rns freely ," the 
chief said. He indicated the bu lb 
"cou ld easily set fire to any 
combu stible of close prox imity 
su ch as the branches of a C hrist­ 
mas tree or other decorations." 
• Chief B rett warned residents 
who

Frg es Observ ance 
Chief B rett released the fol­ 
lowing 12-point program of cau ­ 
tion for the holiday season and 
u rged stringent observ ance of 
the safety su ggestions: 
1. Choose a small tree instead 
of a large one. A sm all tree can 
be ju st as pretty , less hazard­ 
ou s. 
2. Keep the tree ou tdoors u ntil 
y ou are ready to install it. 
3. Do not set u p the tree u ntil 
ju st before Christm as. 
4. Set u p the tree in the cool­ 
est part of the hou se, away from 
radiators, h e a t e r s , fireplaces. 
Stand it in w ater to retard dry ­ 
ing. 
5. Use fireproof decorations of 
glass or metal, nev er cotton or 
paper decorations u nless flame­ 
proof. 
6 . Do not set u p electric trains 
arou nd or near the tree. 
7 . Use electric lights — nev er 
candles. Inspect ev ery electric 
socket and wire to make su re 
sot is in good condition. Dis­ 
card lighting sets with fray ed 
wiring. When bu y ing new sets, 
look for UL label of U nderw rit­ 
ers’ Laboratories, Inc. 
8 . Prov ide a switch at some 
distance from the tree for tu rn­ 
ing light on and off. 
9 . Do not leav e lights bu rning 
when away from home. 
10. From time to time inspect 
the tree to see w hether any of 
the needles near the lights hav e 
started to tu rn brown. If so 
change the position of the lights. 
11. When needles start falling, 
take the tree down and discard 
it ou tdoors. 
12. Gift wrappings, of cou rse, 
shou ld 
be 
discarded 
promptly 
end safely after presents are 
opened.

hunting

through 
torture,” said the speaker. 


Convenient Belief 


"Belief in the physical power 
of the Devil was convenient," 
said Dr. Robbins who maintained 
that people accepted as literal 
this power of the Devil or of 
evil. 
Bringing 
his 
remarks 
on 
witchcraft 
to the modern era, 
Dr. Robbins referred to the pol­ 
tergeist revelations which have 
occurred in 
recent years. The 
poltergeist was described as a 
"harmless little 
devil, 
with

child usually involved in each 
case.”

rrmoved from the scene," stated 
Dr. Robbins.
